NEW YORK (AP) - Eng­ 
land’s defeat of the Spaiiiish 
Armada almost 400 years ago 
was. as every schoolchild of my 
generation was taught, a mag­ 
nificent victory and one of the 
world’s great naval b attles.

makes her feel very po werful, 
very superio r — a feeling she 
may badly need to impro ve her 
teaching.
